have come on Shoar in Diitrefs. 
Let the Town of Deal. tell the World, 
how inthe great Storm their Boats went off 
with the utmoft Hazard to fave the Wreck, 
and get Plunder, and how they let the poor 
perithing Wretches, that were ftanding on 

the Goodwin Sands, ftretch out their Hands 
to them for Help in vaio, deluding their 

dying Hopes, letting them fee, thefe Mon- 

fters pu.fuéa Piece of a Wreck, and leave 

the Tide to flow over thofe miferable Crea- 

tures without any Compaffion. 

It is true, this was their Negative Be- 
haviour omty, and only fhews their Huma- 
nity, that when the Men of War were dri- 
ven by the Violence of that horrible Tem-

and making afl the Signals of diftreffed 
Wretches juft launching into Eternity, for 
they were all fure ta be overwhelm’d upon 
the Return of the Tide—— A Sighe that 
would have mov’d the Heart of a Mabome- 
tan, and have made Men of the leaft Hu- 
manity, have run any tollerable Rifque to 
have affifted them The Mayor of the 
Town at that time, I have been told, did. 
afl he could to encourage Men. to venture, 
and was the Means of faving a great many

in a fmaller time than one would think it 
poffible, a whole Ship has been plunder’ 
and gutted, and the Goods carry’d up the 
Country, and irretrievably loft. 

Were an honeft Confeffion to be made 
by our Portland Cannibals, and Ye of Wight 
Thieves, how many Men they have drown’d 
and knock’d on the Head, how many the 
have let drown, that they could have fav'ds 
Ibelicve, I do them no Wrong, if { fhould 
fay, they amount to more than the firft of 
thefe Iflands has now aliveinit. 

Nor is this Evil without its Excurfion 
againft Heaven too, for the abominable 
Wretthes to fatisfie their rapacious Con- 
{ciences, and flatter themfelves with the 
Lawfalnefs of this Kind of Theft, plead a 
Property in it, and call it Ged’s Good —— 
Mr. Rebearfel muft pardon me, if the Simi« 
litude of Cafes almoft makes it natural to 
call it by a Name he is mighty fond of, I 
mean, DIVINE RIGHT. Thefe Sort of 
Thiefes, and thofe he calls Monarch’, but 
in right fpeaking Tyrants, happen to be ia 
the two Extremes'af Wickednefs that Mati- 
kind is capable of, both claim from the faime 
Original, and I think, it js eafie to prove 
they do it with the fame Authority. :
